Automobile and Tractor Industries of the USSR* It is a new enter- 
prise and ia still under construction. Ilov^ever, it started minor 
assembly and repair work in 1945 « At present all production work 
is done in one large industrial building. The second industrial 
building^ of the same size as the first, should be completed by the 
simmer of 1948. Construction of the buildings is tinder the direc- 
tion of the Chief Administration of Automobile and Tractor Construe- 
tdon (Olavnoe Upravlenie Avto-Traktoro-Stroya).

Ihe steel production sh oo smelts SO - 90 tons of steel dally* 

, Of this quantity, the electric furnace produces only about 3 to 
5 tons of high quality steel. The rest of the production is 
divided about evenly between the two Mc?rtin furnaces . This 
shop is, however, working rather irregularly anrl the output of 
steel varies from 1,000 to 1,500 tons per month* 

rolling shop also works irregularly and has an output of 
about 1,000 tons per month. 

foundry produces 300-600 tons of vai'ious castings per 
month. 'Hie quantiiy depends on the number of orders, the type 
of castings, and factors such as the supply of patterns, sand, 
and .^aphiteo Approximtely equal, amounts of iron and of steel 
castings are produced per month, but the qiiantity of non-ferrous 
metal castings produced is only 2 to 4 tons por month.

silicon, silico-calcium) are sent froni the Chelyabinsk Feri’o-Alloy 
Works* Shortages of fire-retTistant materials for the furnaces, 
particularly dolomite and magnesite powder, are frequent* Magnesite' 
powder comes from the Satkinski Fireproof Tiaterials Factory. Chamot, 
dinas, and maipiesite bricks are received more rerularly. Sometimes 
the operation of the furnaces is delayed because of such shortages.
